FAITH  IN  THE  LOVE  AND  THE 
POWER  OF  GOD 

OD  is  good.  God  is  merciful,  even  un- 
to the  unthankful  and  to  the  evil  and 
worldly. 

He  judges  no  man  but  in  His  Infinite 
Goodness  not  only  wishes  us  to  have  at  all 
times  Love,  Happiness,  Health,  and  Prosper- 
ity, but  He  stands  ready  to  give  all  things 
to  any  of  us  if  we  will  but  ask  Him,  with 
perfect  faith  that  we  will  receive  what  we 
ask  for. 

A  little  child  has  perfect  faith.  He  be- 
lieves, until  he  comes  in  contact  with  the 
unbelief  of  the  world;  then  faith  gives  way 
to  fear  and  he  becomes  as  other  men,  there- 
by cutting  himself  off — more  or  less,  ac- 
cording to  the  degree  of  faith  that  remains 
with  him — from  the  Source  of  Supply. 

Why  have  we  this  unbelief  and  fear  when 
we  see  all  about  us  the  Infinite  Love  and 
Power  of  God? 

He  is  not  a  God  to  fear,  but  a  God  to 
love  and  have  faith  in,  as  a  little  babe 
loves  and  has  faith  in  his  mother. 

John  the  Baptist  said  you  can  receive 
nothing  except  it  be  given  you  from  Heaven. 

All    that   we    receive    must    come    from 
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Heaven.  And  if  we  believe  in  the  words  of 
Jesus  we  must  believe  that  "every  one  that 
asketh,  receiveth." 

The  real  reason  we  experience  lack  and 
want  is  because  from  the  time  we  learn  to 
talk  we  hear  words  of  fear.  We  think, 
speak,  and  believe  fear — ^both  for  ourselves 
and  for  our  friends — instead  of  believing 
in  the  Love  and  the  Power  of  God  and  ap- 
plying this  belief  to  our  daily  problems. 

There  is  no  special  channel  through  which 
God  operates.  He  works  through  all  chan- 
nels, according  to  your  faith. 

To  keep  constant  my  faith  I  hold  a  men- 
tal picture  of  an  immense  search-light, 
shining  down  on  me  from  Heaven,  envelop- 
ing me. 

This  is  the  Light  of  Love — the  Love  of 
God. 

It  gives  me  whatsoever  I  ask  for  because 
I  have  perfect  faith  in  the  Power  of  God 
to  give  me  whatsoever  I  ask  for. 

If  I  believe,  I  may  have. 

And  to  strengthen  my  belief  and  faith  I 
read  over  the  wonderful  words  of  Jesus, 
every  night. 

There  is  nothing  mysterious  or  hidden 
about  them.  He  spoke  them  that  you  and 
I  might  apply  them. 

So  let  us  read  and  apply  them. 

You  give  time  to  many  things  through- 
out the  day.  Surely  you  can  also  give  a 
few  minutes  to  God,  each  day,  by  reading 
some  of  the  words  of  Jesus,  which  are  in 
this  book.

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Then  said  He  also  to  him  that  bade  Him, 
When  thou  makest  a  dinner  or  a  supper, 
call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thy  brethren, 
neither  thy  kinsmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbors ; 
lest  they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a  recom- 
pense be  made  thee.

And  thou  shalt  be  blessed;  for  they  can- 
not recompense  thee:  for  thou  shalt  be 
recompensed  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just.

Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on 
His  right  hand,  Come,  ye  blessed  of  My 
Father,  inherit  the  Kingdom  prepared  for 
you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world: 

For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  Me 
meat:  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  Me 
drink :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  Me  in : 

Naked,  and  ye  clothed  Me :  I  was  sick, 
and  ye  visited  Me:  I  was  in  prison,  and  ye 
came  unto  Me. 

Then  shall  the  righteous  answer  Him, 
saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  Thee  an  hun- 
gered, and  fed  Thee?  or  thirsty,  and  gave 
Thee  drink? 

When  saw  we  Thee  a  stranger,  and  took 
Thee  in?  or  naked,  and  clothed  Thee? 

Or  when  saw  we  Thee  sick,  or  in  prison, 
and  came  unto  Thee? 

And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto 
them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as 
ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these  My  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me, 

Matthew  25:34-40. 
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Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thou  shalt  love  the 
Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  mind. 

This  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment. 

And  the  second  is  like  unto  it.  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself. 

On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the 
law  and  the  prophets. 

Matthew  22:37-40. 
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But  I  say  unto  you,  Love  your  enemies, 
bless  them  that  curse  you,  do  good  to  them 
that  hate  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
despitefully  use  you,  and  persecute  you; 

That  ye  may  be  the  children  of  your 
Father  which  is  in  Heaven:  for  He  maketh 
His  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good, 
and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just  and  on  the 
unjust. 

Matthew  5:44,  45. 
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And  why  call  ye  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do 
not  the  things  which  I  say? 

Luke  6:46. 
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Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you;  good 
measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken  together, 
and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your 
bosom. 

For  with  the  same  measure  that  ye  mete 
withal  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

Luke  6:38. 
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And  as  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to 
you,  do  ye  also  to  them  likewise. 

For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what 
thanks  have  ye?  for  sinners  also  love  those 
that  love  them. 

And  if  y-e  do  good  to  them  which  do  good 
to  you,  what  thanks  have  ye?  for  sinners 
also  do  even  the  same. 

And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope 
to  receive,  what  thanks  have  ye?  for  sin- 
ners also  lend  to  sinneirs,  to  receive  as  much 
again. 

But  iove  ye  your  enemies,  and  do  good, 
and  lend,  hoping  for  nothing  again;  and 
your  reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be 
the  children  of  the  Highest:  For  He  is  kind 
unto  the  unthankful  and  to  the  evil. 

Luke  6:31-35. 
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But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said 
unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my  neighbor? 

And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man 
went  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and 
fell  among  thieves,  which  stripped  him  of 
his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and  depart- 
ed, leaving  him  half  dead. 

And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  cer- 
tain priest  that  way;  and  when  he  saw  him, 
he  passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at 
the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him,  and 
passed  by  on  the  other  side. 

But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  jour- 
neyed, came  where  he  was;  and  when  he 
saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him. 

And  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set 
him  on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to 
an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him. 

And  on  the  morrow  when  he  departed, 
he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to 
the  host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take  care  of 
him:  and  whatsoever  thou  spendest  more, 
when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee. 

Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou, 
was  neighbor  unto  him  that  fell  among  the 
thieves? 

And  he  said,  He  that  showed  mercy  on 

him.   Then  said  Jesus  unto  him.  Go,  and  do 

thou  likewise. 

Luke  10:29-87. 
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And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees  brought 
unto  Him  a  woman  taken  in  adultery;  and 
when  they  had  set  her  in  the  midst, 

They  said  unto  Him,  Master,  this  woman 
was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the  very  act. 

Now  Moses  in  the  law  commanded  us, 
that  such  should  be  stoned:  but  what  say- 
est  Thou? 

This  they  said,  tempting  Him,  that  they 
might  have  to  accuse  Him.  But  Jesus 
stooped  down,  and  with  His  finger  wrote 
on  the  ground,  as  though  He  heard  them 
not. 

So  when  they  continued  asking  Him,  He 
lifted  up  Himself,  and  said  unto  them.  He 
that  is  without  sin  among  you,  let  him  first 
cast  a  stone  at  her. 

And  again  He  stooped  down,  and  v/rote 
on  the  ground. 

And  they  which  heard  it,  being  convicted 
by  their  own  conscience,  went  out  one  by 
one,  beginning  at  the  eldest,  even  unto  the 
last:  and  Jesus  was  left  alone,  and  the 
woman  standing  in  the  midst. 

When  Jesus  had  lifted  up  Himself,  and 
saw  none  but  the  woman.  He  said  unto  her. 
Woman,  where  are  those  thine  accusers? 
hath  no  man  condemned  thee? 

She  said.  No  man,  Lord.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  her,  NEITHER  DO  I  CONDEMN 
THEE:  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

John  8:3-11. 
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And  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said 
unto  His  disciples,  Why  eateth  your  Master 
with  publicans  and  sinners? 

But  when  Jesus  heard  that,  He  said  unto 
them,  They  that  be  whole  need  not  a  phy- 
sician, but  they  that  are  sick. 

Matthew  9:11-12. 
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Blessed  are  the  merciful:  for  they  shall 
obtain  mercy. 

Matthew  5:7. 
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Then  came  Peter  to  Him,  and  said,  Lord, 
how  oft  shall  my  brother  sin  against  me, 
and  I  forgive  him?  till  seven  times? 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee. 
Until  seven  times :  but,  Until  seventy  times 
s-even. 

Therefore  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  lik- 
ened unto  a  certain  king,  which  would  take 
account  of  his  servants. 

And  when  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one 
was  brought  unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten 
thousand  talents. 

But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his 
lord  commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his 
wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and 
payment  to  be  made. 

The  servant  therefore  fell  down,  and 
worshipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  have  pa- 
tience with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 

Then  the  lord  of  that  servant  was  moved 
with  compassion,  and  loosed  him,  and  for- 
gave him  the  debt. 

But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found 
one  of  his  fellow  servants,  which  owed  him 
an  hundred  pence:  and  he  laid  hands  on 
him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying: 
Pay  me  that  thou  owest. 

And  his  fellow  servant  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  and  besought  him,  saying.  Have  pa- 
tience with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  . 

And  he  would  not:  but  went  and  cast 
him  into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt. 

So  when  his  fellowservants  saw  what  was 
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done,  they  were  very  sorry,  and  came  and 
told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was  done. 

Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called 
him,  said  unto  him,  0  thou  wicked  servant, 
I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou 
desirest  me: 

Shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  compas- 
sion on  thy  fellow  servant,  even  as  I  had 
pity  on  thee? 

Matthew  18:21-33.

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Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall 
not  receive  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  a  little 
child  shall  in  no  wise  enter  therein. 

Luke  18:17. 
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And  John  answered  and  said,  Master,  we 
saw  one  casting  out  devils  in  Thy  Name; 
and  we  forbade  him,  because  he  followeth 
not  with  us. 

And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid  him 
not:  for  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  for  us. 

Duke  9:49,  50. 
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And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  Him, 
that  H-e  would  eat  with  him.  And  He  went 
into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and  sat  down  to 
meat. 

And,  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which 
was  a  sinner,  when  she  knew  that  Jesus 
sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  brought 
an  alabaster  box  of  ointment. 

And  stood  at  His  feet  behind  Him  weep- 
ing, and  began  to  wash  His  feet  with  tears, 
and  did  wipe  them  with  the  hairs  of  her 
head,  and  kissed  His  feet,  and  anointed 
them  with  the  ointment. 

Now  when  the  Pharisee  which  had  bidden 
Him  saw  it,  he  spake  within  himself,  say- 
ing. This  man,  if  He  were  a  prophet,  would 
have  known  who  and  what  manner  of 
woman  this  is  that  toucheth  Him;  for  she 
is  a  sinner. 

And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him, 
Simon,  I  have  somewhat  to  say  unto  thee. 
And  he  saith.  Master,  say  on. 

There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had 
two  debtors:  the  one  owed  five  hundred 
pence,  and  the  other  fifty. 

And  when  they  had  nothing  to  pay,  he 
frankly  forgave  them  both.  Tell  me  there- 
fore, which  of  them  will  love  him  most? 

Simon  answered  and  said,  I  suppose  that 
he,  to  whom  he  forgave  most.  And  He  said 
unto  him.  Thou  hast  rightly  judged. 

And  He  turned  to  the  woman,  and  said 
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unto  Simon,  Seest  thou  this  woman?  I  en- 
tered into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  Me  no 
water  for  My  feet:  but  she  hath  washed 
My  feet  with  tears,  and  wiped  them  with 
the  hairs  of  her  head. 

Thou  gavest  Me  no  kiss:  but  this  woman, 
since  the  time  I  came  in,  hath  not  ceased 
to  kiss  My  feet. 

My  head  with  oil  thou  didst  not  anoint : 
but  this  woman  hath  anointed  My  f^et  with 
ointment. 

Wherefore  I  say  unto  thee.  Her  sins 
which  are  many,  are  forgiven ;  for  she  loved 
much:  but  to  whom  little  is  forgiven,  the 
same  loveth  little. 

And  He  said  unto  her,  Thy  sins  are  for- 
given. 

And  they  that  sat  at  meat  with  Him  be- 
gan to  say  within  themselves.  Who  is  this 
that  forgiveth  sins  also? 

And  He  said  to  the  woman,  Thy  faith 
hath  saved  thee;  go  in  peace.

Matthew  12:10-13. 
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And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered 
with  indignation,  because  that  Jesus  had 
healed  on  the  sabbath  day,  and  said  unto 
the  people,  There  are  six  days  in  which  men 
ought  to  work:  in  them  therefore  come  and 
be  healed,  and  not  on  the  sabbath  day. 

The  Lord  then  answered  him,  and  said, 
Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you 
on  the  sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from 
the  stall,  and  lead  him  away  to  watering?

The  outcast  is  a  child  of  God,  even  as 
you. 

In  the  sight  of  God,  we  are  all  perfect, 
even  though  we  may  not  appear  to  be. 

Love  is  to  do  for  others.  Love  is  to  see 
others  as  they  really  are,  made  in  His 
image  and  likeness.  Love  is  to  think  and 
speak  of  others  as  perfect  and  to  express 
faith  in  even  those  who  may  seem  un- 
worthy. 
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We  see  people  every  day  who  are  cheer- 
ful and  kind,  going  out  of  their  way  to 
help  others.  These  people  are  "lucky" — 
they  attract  other  people  and  opportunities 
to  themselves.

Your  ills,  your  troubles  and  your  worries 
will  cease  as  you  express  love  to  others, 
whether  to  your  friends  and  neighbors  or 
to  the  poor,  the  sick,  and  the  outcasts.

Depart 
in  peace,  be  ye  warmed  and  filled;  notwith- 
standing ye  give  them  not  those  things 
which  are  needful  to  the  body;  what  doth 
it  profit? 

Even  so  faith,  if  it  hath  not  works,  is 

dead,  being  alone. 

James  2:14-17. 
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He  answereth  and  saith  unto  them,  He 
that  hath  two  coats,  let  him  impart  to  him 
that  hath  none;  and  he  that  hath  meat,  let 
him  do  likewise.

Love 
is  doing  for  others  in  thoughts,  words  and 
deeds. 
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What  day  is  your  "give  away  day"? 
Have  you  only  one  a  year  or  do  you  find  a 
way  to  have  a  "give  away  day"  -every  day 
of  the  year? 

Possibly  you  think  that  you  have  nothing 
that  you  can  afford  to  give.  But  you  must 
realize  that  you  cannot  afford  not  to  give 
something  away  every  day  of  your  life,  if 
it  is  only  a  penny  a  day. 

Make  some  sacrifice  each  day  and  give 
something  to  some  one  less  fortunate  than 
yourself.  Go  out  of  your  way  if  necessary 
in  order  to  do  it,  for  "he  that  giveth  unto 
the  poor  shall  not  lack." 
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Every  child  should  be  taught  to  expect 
happiness,  health,  success  and  prosperity. 

Every  child  should  be  taught  that  the 
good  things  of  this  world  will  be  given  him 
(or  her)   as  he  gives  and  forgives.

So  will  a  small  coin,  given  freely  where 
it  is  much  needed,  be  multiplied  unto  you 
in  happiness,  health  and  wealth. 

So  be  generous.  Give  often  and  you  will 
reap  often  and  your  crops  will  be  plenteous. 

Be  ye  not  weary  in  well  doing;  for  as 
you  sow,  so  will  you  reap. 
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Start  each  day  right  by  blessing  others. 
Bless  those  "which  despitefuUy  use  you  and 
persecute  you,"  first.  Then  bless  your 
friends  and  your  loved  ones.  Bless  all  with 
(jod's  love,  happiness,  health  and  pros- 
perity. 

And  do  this,  also,  in  the  evening. 

Every  day  of  your  life  hold  the  thought 
that  good  should  and  must  come  to  all  those 
about  you.  Be  sincere  in  this  wish  and 
prayer,  for  as  you  give,  so  will  you  receive;
